-This fact is revealed by tbe 
many references to pig as a dainty bit 
of food. At tbe great festival beld an¬ 
nually In honor of Demei er roast pig 
was the piece de resistance in tbe bill 
of fare because tbe pig wus the sacred 
animal of Demeter. Aristophanes in 
“The Frogs” makes one of the char¬ 
acters bint that same of the others 
t^smell of roast pig.” These people un¬ 
doubtedly bad been at the festival, 
known as tbe Thesmophorla, and bad 
eaten freely of roast pig. Those who 
took part In another Greek mystery or 
.festival, known as tbe Hlebsiuia, ab¬ 
stained from certain food and, above 
All, from beans. 

* Again, as we all know, pilce are es¬ 
teemed In China and In same parts of 
India, but tbe ancient Egyptians, 
Greeks and Jews abhorred mice and' 
would uot touch mouse meat. Rats and 
field mice were sacred in old Egypt 
-and were not to be eated on this ac¬ 
count. 80, tao, in some parts of Greece, 
tbo mouse was tbe sacred animal of 
Apollo, and mice were fed In his tem¬ 
ples. The chosen people .were forbid¬ 
den to eat “the weasel and tbe mouse 
and the tortoise after his kind.” These 
came under the designation of unclean. 

But people have abstained from eat¬ 
ing kinds of flesh which could n<k be 
called unclean. For example, the people 
of Thebes, as Herodotus tells osj ab¬ 
stained from sheep. What is the ^nat¬ 
ter with mutton chops? Then, the an¬ 
cients need to abstain from certain

In hJs “Rojaan Questlbiis” Plutarch 
asks, "Why Mo the Latins abstain 
strictly from the flesh of tiie woodpeck¬ 
er?” In order to answer Plutarch’s 
question correctly it is i necessary to 
' have some idea of the peculiar custom 
and belief coiled “totemlin.” There is 
a stage of society in which people claim 
descent from ami kinshm with beasts, 
mM&s, vegetables and Other objects. 
This object, wMcii is a “totem,” or 
family mark, they rellgliously abstain 
from er ting. The members of the tribe 
are divided into < Ians' or stocks, each 
of wlilek takes the name of soma ani¬ 
mal, pifint or object, as the bea^; the 
bnffalp, the Woodpecker, the asparagus, 
and sA forth. No member of the'bear 
family would dare to eft bear meat, 
but be has no objection fto eating buf¬ 
falo steak. jSven the marriage law Is 
based cm ti^helief, and no man whose 
famlh ufiifK' 91 Wolf may marry a wo¬ 
man vi* we shftily name r is also Wolf. 

In j genetal way it^may be said that 
almost alT our food prohibitions spring 
from the extraordinary custom gen¬ 
erally called toteatism. Swan, who 
was a misslonaiy for Umny years In 
the Kongo Free State, Ithus describes , 
the custom: If I were tf aslf^Ihe Yeke 
people why they do not eat zebf!T^*h, H 
they would reply, “Chi. ila”—I. e.. “It Is 
a thing to Which we have an antipa¬ 
thy,” or, bett er, “It is one of the things 
which our fathers taught us not to eat.” 
Bo it seems the wood “b&shiiang” 
incans “the people who have an an¬ 
tipathy to the leopard}” the “basha-
